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and crews of said vessels who have been exposed to the infectioii, OT are 
liable to convey the disease, shall be detained a period of not less than 
fifteen days from the last possible exposure to infection, under the same 
regulations as those relating to cholera. 

Quarantine regulations to be observed at ports and on the frontiers of 
the United States. 

Art. XIII. The regulations heretofore promulgated with regard to 
cholera shall be observed with regard to vessels, cargoes, passengers, and 
crews infected or suspected of being infected with plague, but persons 
who have been exposed to the infection, or are liable to convey the 
disease, shall be detained for a period of not less than fifteen days from 
the last possible exposure to infection.
